Sparce foliage, yes, but enough to assure protection from the sun during hot dry 
summers, but not interferring with early maturity. Sparce foliage is an advantage 
with cotton pests, because if you poison or dust, and you make money if you do, 
the sparse foliage allows the ingredient you put in your duster to get to the source 


of trouble with little or no interference. 


New Improved Sunshine Cotton is a cotton that has been tested and proven, a 
cotton running even in staple length, averaging 31/34 with a lint turnout average 


of 35% to 40%.
